The  1997  school  year  was  a busy  one  for  the 
University’s  Administrative  staff.  Not  only  was  there 
a new  president  but  there  was  also  a multi  million 
dollar  campaign  underway,  as  well  as  plans  for  a new 
Academic  Technology  Centre. 

The  campaign,  “New  Horizons  of  Excel- 
lence” is  a five  year,  $19.5  million  campaign.  The 
goals  of  the  campaign  are  to  increase  technology  on 
our  campus,  established  for  endowed  chairs,  provide 
endowed  scholarships  for  incoming  students,  and 
greatly  improve  physical  facilities.  “While  improve- 
ments in  our  buildings  and  computers  will  be  visible 
and  dramatic,”  states  Bruce  Meriwether,  “more  than 
half  of  the  tunds  raised  will  be  invested  directly  in 
our  people.” 

The  Academic  Technology  Centre,  scheduled 
to  open  in  Spring  of  1998,  will  house  a variety  of 
general  purpose  classroom  space,  a technology  cen- 
ter, a multipurpose  auditorium,  and  faculty  offices.  It 
will  be  linked  to  the  campus  computer  network  and 
equipped  with  state-of-the-art  technology  to  prepare 
the  University  for  the  changes  that  will  affect  higher 
education  in  the  years  ahead.
